th e route of the S utter and Geary street 
oable lines and the apparent Inability of 
th e police to doteot the perpetrators of 
such outrages have been th e cause of 
m uoh adverse criticism of th a t d ep art­ 
m ent. 
Chief Crowley and Captain Lees 
felt this keenly, and two or three weeks 
ago they held a council of w ar and re­ 
solved to catch the rascals at any cost. 
Donble patrols—th at id, two officers on 
every blook—were placed along both rail 
road lines. Several persons were suspect­ 
ed of participating in the dynam ite o u t­ 
rages, among whom were John Stietej, 
one of Ihe Sutter street strikers, and H. 
C . Deane, Conductor on the N orth Beaoh 
and Mission lines. 
The dwelling places 
of thesi suspects were under constant 
surveillance. Stietes resided at 41*2 L ar­ 
k in street, between Golden Gate avenue 
and Turk street, and Deane a t 52 Fourth 
street.

street, th en eastward tsw ards Hyde 
street. 
The deteotives followed closely 
a n d were soon joined by two others. 
T he man evidently perceived th e officers 
for h e immediately started to run. 
He 
did not heed their order to stop, but 
ran on. and was seen to throw a dyna­ 
m ite cartridge into a garden, from where 
it was reoovered by th e polioe. 
Ten 
shots were fired at the roan w ithout 
effeot, but one of the policemen finally 
captured him . The man proved to be 
J . E. Stietes, one of the striking carmen, 
formerly employed on the Sutter street 
road. 
The police visited Stietes’ house 
and there found more evidenoe of bis 
g uilt. On a sewing machine they found 
some cuttings from the very piece of 
ailisia in which the bomb was wrapped, 
and also thread of the aame size and 
color as th at in which th e bomb was 
sewn. 
They also found a copper cap 
box which had doubtless contained the 
caps with which the bomb was provided. 
Stietes, when in prison, stated th a t he 
bad made an appointm ent w ith a man 
whom be oalled Fred W illiams, to place 
the oartridge on the traok a t th e time 
be was captured. 
The polioe have aleo 
arrested H . C. Deane, in whose house a 
quantity of dynamite fuse was found. 
Stietes claims th at he had no inten­ 
tion of placing the dynam ite on the cor 
traok, but that one Fred W illiams bad 
told him th at he was going to p u t a 
oartridge on the S utter street track and 
aaked him to accompany him. 
Stietes 
•ays he went with W illiams for the pur­ 
pose of obtaiuiug evidenee, and th a t he 
had Intended to expose him to the 
police. 
The latter discredits Btietea’ 
story. 
N othing has been discovered of 
the alleged 
Fred W illiams. 
Deane 
claims that he Is innocent of the entire 
affair, aud says he bad no knowledge of 
th e dynam ite material tonnd in his 
bouse. 
He was formerly in the emplov 
of th e North Beach and Mission railroad. 
T he bomb whioh Stietes is said to 
have throw n away when fleeing from 
the officers was an irgenions and infer­ 
nal oontrivanoe. 
I t consisted of two 
sticks of dynam ite sewed up in a slate- 
colored do th , at the end of whioh there 
was some loose dynam ite caps. 
The 
bomb was abent fourteen Inches long and 
had strings attaohed to each end. 
The 
deteotive explained th at these w ere used 
for lowering the bomb from a wagou or 
other vehicle, so th at it m ight be placed 
on the track without the necessity of 
the plotter getting out or of even stopping 
his norae. 
The end of th e bomb con­ 
taining the cap and loose dynam ite was 
intended to tie aoross the rail, and when 
the ears passed over it the cap w ould ex­ 
plode and oause the loose dynam ite to go 
off and Ignite the sticks.

I t is represented th«t the long-cootinuod 
aud cxteusive drought has existed in 
certain portions of the State of Tex is, 
resulting in tho failure of crops and con­ 
sequent distress and destitution. 
There 
has been some differeuco in the state­ 
ments concerning the extent of the peo­ 
ple’s needs in the localities thus affect­ 
ed. 
There seems to be no doubt th at 
there lias been existing a condition call- 
iog for relief, and I nm willing to believe 
that, notw ithstanding ihe aid already 
furnished, 
tiio 
donation 
of 
sued 
grain 
to 
the 
farmers 
lo o ted 
in 
this 
region,

put in new crops, wonld serve to avert 
tbe continuance or the return of tlu ir 
unfortunate plight.
